REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


This has been a notable year for Amherst schools. 
The work has DLE a quietly, but during the: year 
much has been done that will be of lasting benefit. We 
have continued to employ competent teachers who are 
well trained or have had acceptable experience. We 
have continued the successful work of the new high 
school and have corrected the faults found during the 
first year. While some of our buildings need attention, 
as a whole they are comfortable and neat. We are edu- 
cating the children to live in their own town yet offer- 
ing to each an opportunity to prepare for continuing his 
education elsewhere if he so desires. [I am aware of the 
fact that our schools have faults, as is always the case, 
but the present year has presented less difficulties than 
any during my experience in Amherst. I feel that at 
present the pupils of the town collectively are receiving 
better attention than at any time for many years. 

Last year I made the statement that we had not been 
able to give the grammar school its fair part in the 
new work offered in the high school. This year we have 
more than overcome this difficulty and the pupils of the 
seventh and eighth grades now receive one-third of the 
time of four teachers. Counting double time for the 
classes where these two grades are combined they re- 
ceive almost as much attention as the four upper classes. 
Shop Work and Domestic Science have been extended 
to them; a great deal of time has been given to improve 
their English, and more attention has been given them 1n 
Music and Drawing. Anticipating the new state pro- 
gram which now offers a language in grade seven we 
have given a small amount of time to beginning French. 
W hile this has been only a beginning in the language 
it may be sufficient to allow those who wish, to proceed 
with the new program next year. 

In 1905 the Legislature authorized the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction to prepare courses of study 
as models for the school districts of the state. ‘That. 
year a program containing these courses was published. 
Gradually this program with its revisions has become 
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the standard for the state. Practically every district in 
the state and some of the cities follow it althoug rh they 
are not required by law to do so. Our schools have foi- 
lowed it for six years, grade by grade, and | am con- 
vinced they have kept up to standard. ‘This Program 1s 
now being revised to keep up with modern ideas in edu- 
cation. The greatest change made by the revision is the 
provision for a six year high school course. ‘This change 
has been advocated for nearly twenty years, but it has 
been during the last five year ‘that cities and towns have 
had the courage of their convictions to adopt this sys- 
tem. Now nearly all new high school buildings are be- 
ing built to accommodate either a six year high school 
or Junior and Senior high schools of three years each.

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The subjects under class “A” require systematic drill 
with daily recitations. Class “B” are general school ex- 
ercises some of which may be conducted daily and others 
once in several days. In schools of two or three grades 
the whole school together can take part in these exer- 
cises. Class “C” are for silent or oral reading. ‘The 
teacher likely will discuss with the pupils the facts 
learned from this reading and will carefully direct the 
selections of material. Some of the subjects which ap- 
pear in Class “B” or Class “C” in the lower grades are 
raised to Class “A” in the upper grades. Spelling ap- 
pears as a subject for class recitation in Grade III, 
Geography and Music in Grade IV, Grammar in Grade 
V, and an almost new list of subjects appear the first 
year of high school of Grade VII. 

Amherst should be proud that her school is ahead 
and has anticipated this program which no doubt soon 
will be followed by a majority of the schools of the 
state. Beginning with grade seven or the first year in 
our high school, we are giving work in Mathematics 
similar to what will be required. Our school is equipped 
for Manual ‘Training and Domestic Science, which al- 
ready are offered our children. We have made a slight 
beginning in a Modern Language though some may wish 
to take a course not including this subject. We are pro- 
vided to offer a small amount of Agriculture to those pu- 
pils who wish to specialize in this subject by beginning 
as early as the seventh grade. We have not been offer- 
ing Elementary Science which is spoken of in the new 
program, but instead we have given some time to Geog- 
raphy, including Physical Geography, and have done 
more work in Grammar than 1s asked for. It is not 
necessary to accept every suggestion but it is good policy 
to use this program in so far as we find it best suited to 
local conditions. ‘There are very few schools in the 
state where the program is so nearly 1n operation even 
before it is published as in our own school. The follow- 
ing daily program shows how this work is being done 
this year. The Roman numerals indicate year in school, 
the Arabic figures the number of pupils: 
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Classes given in last four years of work of Amherst 
High School, with number of pupils who passed and 
number who failed, June 1915. 

English I, 17-1; English II, 5-1; English III,2-o0; 
English IV, 2-0; bog Abttage gt Latin i-1:\ Cacsar, 1-0: 
French I, 7-0; French II, 2-0; French III, 2-0; Math. 
I, 13-4; Math., 2-0: Ancient History 3-1; Constitutional 
History, 2-0; Sewing and Cooking I, 14-1; Agriculture 
I, 10-0; Farm Shop Work, 10-0; Music and Art Appre- 
ciation, 14-0. The percentage of failures, 8.6, is smaller 
than is usually found in-high schools. ‘The pupils in 
Grades VII and VIIL were ‘promoted by grades rather 
than by subjects although there were one or two excep- 
tions to this rule. Our general plan now permits a pu- 
pil to take advanced work in such subjects as he is quite 
strong in even though he has to repeat a grade.

The new Practical Arts subjects, Agriculture, Do- 
mestic Science, Music and Art, and Farm Shop Work 
have been very popular and producing excellent results. 
The town has supported these classes by giving an ade- 
quate equipment for each. The field work in Agricul- 

ture the past summer was somewhat unsatisfactory be- 

~cause the season was not suitable for corn, and most of 
the boys had selected that crop for special home study. 
The Principal requests that we provide him a small 
feld near the school for experimental work, for class 
instruction, and for school gardens. At least half an 
acre should be secured for him in time for early plant- 
ing this spring. ‘This should be withing a five minute 
walk of the school if possible. ‘The Farm Shop Work 
has been delayed slightly by lack of forges. The section 
of the basement prepared for forge work is now ready. 
and a small equipment for blacksmithing will be in- 
stalled soon. 

‘The town is to be commended for its efforts to sup-

port good schools within its borders. It would cost less 
than $1000 to pay tuition for as many high school pupils 
as would attend out of town, yet Amherst is willing to 
tax itself nearly $1500 more to support a better school 
at home.

Most of the increase in attendance was caused by 
the return of Amherst high school pupils. We had g 
pupils attending Milford high school, 3 attending Mil- 
ford grades, and 3 attending a rural school in ‘Merri- 
mack, which made our total number of pupils 224. 

Number 9 was closed during the fall term of 1914 
and the pupils were transported. to Number 7. Number 
6 and Number 8 have been closed since June 1912. Num- 
ber 4 has been closed since Sept. 1913. The pupils from 
these districts attend the village eeneors 

While no extensive repairs have been made, the 
School Board have cared for all the school buildings. 
Number 4 was painted by the high school boys last May. 
It will need to be repapered and otherwise repaired in- 
side when it is opened for school again, but at present 
the building is being preserved. Some immediate at- 
tention should be given the door and lock. 

The interior of Number 5 was painted and white- 
washed. Last year slate blackboards were installed. 
During the spring term the Manual Training class shin- 
gled the south side of the main roof, which leaves the 
school in excellent condition. The Sunday School which 
meets there has contributed a new bookcase. 

Number 7 has been improved by paper, paint, and a 
steel ceiling. The exterior should be painted, a new 
floor should be laid, and some repairs should be made 
on the windows. 

Slight repairs have been made on the windows and 
doors at Number 9, and a new stove recently has been 
purchased for this school. It should be papered and 
possibly painted inside this year and should be painted 
outside. 

No changes have been made at Number 6 or Num- 
ber 8, but the buildings seem to be well preserved. 

Most of the repairs on the village building have been 
made in the basement. ‘The cement floor is now com- 
plete except a space about 10 ft, by 25 ft. now covered 
by a store room and some fuel bins. Three windows 
have been enlarged. A room about 18 ft. square has 
been constructed as near sound proof as possible in the 
northeast corner of the basement to provide a place for 
forge work. 

The following repairs and improvements are sug- 
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gested: Paint Number 7 and Number 9. Provide a new 
floor at Number 7, and at Number 4, when the building 
is opened. Paper and paint the interior of Number 9, 
also Number 4 if opened. Purchase new teachers’ 
desks for Number’s 3, 7,9 and 10. Complete the remod- 
eling of the basement of the village building to be used 
by the Practical Arts classes. Purchase two or three 
dozen adjustable desks of the movable type or provide 
chairs and tables for the rural schools. The old desks 
have been in the schools from 24 to 29 years and are 
becoming warped and worn so that we frequently are 
unable to find the right size to fit the pupils. 

During the fall term I made an inventory of our 
books and card catalogued them. All the pupils are 
supplied with the regular text books which are in fair 
condition. For several years the supplementary reading 
has been bought in small sets which have been trans- 
ferred from school to school. Sometimes a set cannot 
be collected for a large class because a slow class in a 
small school is using some of the books. ‘The rural 
schools often are hindered in their work because of 
a delay in collecting or transporting a sufficient amount 
of. supplementary reading.
